Preliminary  study. 

—April.'  1979  - June  1979: 
Solicitation  of  community  in- 
put through  interviews,  open 
meetings  and  letters. 


The  Police  Chief  Selection 
Committee  snapped  into 
action  last  week  after  Chief 
Feola's  plans  to  retire  were 
determined.  Their  proposed 
plan  for  the  next  1 7 months 
was  approved  by  Selectmen. 

The  Committee  informed 
Selectmen  that  Feola's  plan- 
ned retirement  date  of  July  28. 
1980.  the  day  he  will  become 
b5  years  old.  is  their  "target 
date"  for  the  completion  of 
the  police  chief  selection  pro- 
cess. This  process  includes 
both  the  Committee's  work  in 
providing  the  Board  of  Select- 
men with  the  names  of  three 
candidates  for  the  post,  and 
the  Selectmen's  final  selection 
of  a new  chief. 

The  plan  formulated  by  the 
Selection  Committee  was  sub- 
mitted by  Chairman  John 
Benbov  for  the  Selectmen's 
perusal;  it  otitlines  the  Com- 
mittee's procedures  in  the 
search  for  candidates: 

The  Committee's  first  step 
was  to  meet  with  Selectmen, 
Chief  Feola.  and  Town  Coun- 
sel Blake  Thaxter.  as  well  as 
consulting  a wide  range  of 
sources  to  better  understand 
the  role  of  chief  of  police. 

A government  document. 
'Police  Chief  Executive.’  has 
been  the  most  instructive 
source  in  aiding  the  Commit- 
tee's understanding  of  their 
task  and  establishing  their 
procedures.  A copy  of  the 
document  is  available  at  the 
public  library  for  community 
reference. 

Whether  the  new  police 
chief  should  come  from  w ithin 
or  outside  the  Police  Depart- 
ment is  an  open  issue  with  the 
Committee. 

The  Committte  is  currently 
seeking  the  opinions  and  in- 
sights of  the  townspeople,  the 
Police  Department,  other  tow  n 
departments  and  elected  offic- 
ials concerning  the  job  of 
police  chief.  The  Committee 
isn't  concerned  with  an 
assessment  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Department  under 
the  current  chief,  but  rather 
invites  the  community  to  ex- 
press its  aspirations  and  ex- 
pectations for  a future  chief. 


Following  Town  Meeting, 
the  Committee  will  initiate  a 
series  of  open  meetings  to 
provide  a forum  for  public 
discussion. 

The  Committee  intends  to 
maintain  frequent  communi- 
cation with  Selectmen  in  order 
to  provide  them  with  informa- 
tion they  will  need  in  selecting 
a new  chief. 

Committee  members  Rev. 
John  Benbow.  Chairman. 
John  Keefe.  Margaret  Lynch. 
Richard  Silvia,  and  John 
Thompson,  offer  the  following 
tentative  schedule,  barring 
unforsecn  change  in  Feola's 


—Sept..  I97q  . March  1980: 
Formal  selection  procedure; 
interviews  with  applicants. 

— Early  spring.  1980:  Sub- 
mission of  the  names  of  three 
qualified  candidates,  of  w hom 
the  Selectmen  will  choose  one 
to  serve  as  Chief  of  Police 
when  the  position  becomes 
open  in  July  1980. 
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Stephen  Fiart,  administrator  of 
Special  Education  in  Cohasset. 
whose  leadership  and  efforts  to 
involve  and  support  parents  of 
special  needs  children,  the  re- 
view team  stated,  has  insured 
their  investment  in  their  child's 
progress  in  the  Cohasset  Public 
Schools. 


Superintendent  John  Malo- 
ney praised  Hart  and  the  School 
Committee  for  their  contribu- 
tion to  the  department’s  suc- 
cess. “We  are  doing  what  we 
should  be  doing  for  the  town  as 
well  as  what  is  outlined  to  us  by 
statute,"  he  said.  “The  whole 
school  system  comes  out  with  a 
bouquet  of  roses.”

lions  Superintendent,  Hiltz  has 
the  necessary  managerial,  ad- 
ministrative and  leadership 
background  to  perform  effec- 
tively all  of  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  a Selectman. 

Being  semi-retired,  he  has 
ample  time  as  well  as  the  desire 
to  work  diligently  for  the  Town. 

As  Director  of  Civil  Defense 
and  Emergency  Preparedness 
and  Director  of  the  Auxiliary 
Police  Unit.  Hiltz  has  demon- 
strated by  his  actions,  particu- 
larly during  the  Blizzard  of 
1978,  that  he  is  a capable  and 
responsible  individual.

Plant  and  Town  Hall. 

As  a civic  minded  and  in- 
volved citizen,  he  realizes  the 
importance  of  appointing,  com- 
petent people  with  the  Town’s 
best  interest  truly  in  mind  as 
members  of  the  various  boards 
and  committees. 


Doris  Golden.  Chairman  of 
the  School  Committee,  an- 
nounced at  Monday  night's 
meeting  that  she  would  not  be 
seeking  reelection  to  the  board. 

"It  took  six  long  hard  years 
to  realize  that  we  all  want  the 
same  common  denominator."

Mrs.  Golden  on  her  courtesy, 
objectivity  and  sincerity  and  ex- 
pressed regret  and  sadness  at 
losing  such  an  experienced 
member.
